THE DOUBLE TRAGEDY AT PRINCE 
ALBERT 


The Prince Albert Advocate says:— 
At the coroner’s inquest held in tne 
constables’ rcom in the basement of tie 
city hall on the evening of the 21st 
inct., touching the death of Mrs. Link- 
later who was found dead in her own 
house on the morning of the 19th int. 
with several wounds on her head, it 
was detided that death resulted from a 
blow by a htavy stick of wood or come- 
thing similar. 

The first evidence given was by Prac- 
tizioner J. J. A. Labreque, M.D., who 
explained the position of the body when 
he first examined it. He said that 
there was a blood clot at the base of 
brain about three inches long by about 
one and. a half inches wide and about 

— 


half an inch in thickness which had 
evidently been caused by a forced blow 
of a stick of wood or the like and that 
the blow was sufficient to cause e@lmost 
instantaneous death and a blow whicn 
could net result from a fall. There 
was also alarge clot of blood over 
under the 
wound at the base of the brain which 
would result from the effect of the 
blow. One of the kidneys was some 
what out of order, caused probably 
from the use of alcohol. The stom- 
ach also contained alcohol and with 
these defects her 
body sc:med ina healthy and well 
nourizhed condition.

RAILWAY RUMORS AT PONOKA. 


Ponoka Herald: There has been quite 
a bit of talk of late about a railroad 
running west from Ponoka through the 
Yellowhead Pass. A staff of surveyors 
has deen in this vicinity for sometime, 
and the report goes that this is the 
most suitable point to go west from, 
as owing to the number of swampsand 
Pigeon Lake the engineering difficulties 
to the west of both Wetaskiwin zi 


Lacombe are insurmountable. 

Ponoka has the best town site on the 
line, and that the company recognize 
its advantages is apparent by the large 
amount of station ground they are re- 
serving.

THE RUSH TO CANADA. 


Minneapolis. Minn., March 28.—"‘This 
is the greatest year for immigration 
from the States that western Canada 
has ever known,” said Theodore M. 
Knappan, secretary of the Western 
Canadian Immigration Asz0ciation, 
which has its headquarters here. “The 
railways are taxed to the limit of their 
capacity to handle the people who are 
moving into Canada and the freight 
cars containing their stock and house- 
hold goods. Several hundred cars of 
s-/tiers’ effects are now held up at 
North Portal, Saskatchewan, on the 
Soo line, awaiting inspection by the 
Canadian customs. Last year 45,000 mi- 
grated to Western Canada. This year 
the number will be at least 60,000. So 
great is the eagerness to get to the 
front in western Canada that trains 
have actually left Minneapolis filled to 
overflowing and leaving scores of dis- 
appointed homeseekers standing on the 
platform of the station to wait fro the 
next train. To some this rush may 
seem remarkable, but to those who 
know that as a matter of fact west- 
ern Canada has the last considerable 
body of cheap or homestead lands left 
in the American humid belt. the move- 
ment is not at all surprising. The 
cours: of empire is taking its way 
northwestwardly. J. J. Hill sees the 
signs of the times and is planning some 


thousands of miles of Great Northern 
lines in western Canada. 
“Thirteen coaches of settlers left 


Minneapolis Wednesday on the Soo line 
alone and twenty-two coaches are al- 
ready engaged for next Wednesday. At 
the present time there are over 400 car 


loads of settlers’ effects en route be- 
tween Minneapolis and the boundary 
The movement necessitates sO many 
special trains that the railways have 
difficulty in securing power.”
